THE CHILDREN’S BUNKS 


The cross bunks for the children 
are about 4 ft. 6 ins. long, and 
have four legs each 14 ins. high, 
which rest on the side pieces of 
the upper and lower bunks. 
The cross bunks can be up to 
2 ft. wide. The legs must be 
nailed on inside the shelter. 

Fix canvas, hessian, etc., across 
the bunksand the job is finished. 
‘These hintsare taken froma very 
helpful leaflet which is being 
issued by local authorities to all 
who have Anderson shelters.

T was a city of dreadful 
night, last Sunday. The 

devils came, not with high- 
powered bombs this time, but 
with incendiaries so numerous 
that we were ill-prepared. 

Soon, the skies were illum- 
ined with a hundred fires. 
And, for three hours, Nazi 
planes used as their target the 
City which more than any 
other square mile in the world 
is congested, ill-planned for 
defence from fire, and which, 
a hive of industry in the day, 
is left, when evening comes, 
with only a few hundred care- 
takers as its population. 
There were fire-watchers, of 
course. but not enough. Many 
buildings were left unguarded. 
These, when they burst into flame. 
scattered fragments of burning 
wood that made the conflagration 
spread until it was out of hand.

“ REPRISALS ” TALK

NCE again. I hear cries for re- 
prisals Believe me, revenge 
is not the way. 

Winston put it into a phrase, 
the other day, when a number of 
M.P.s near to whom he nad 
stopped told of how some of their 
constituents were calling for re- 
prisals as the only remedy. 

Winston, who grows more and 
more like a bulldog I used to prize 
—other people’s bulldogs are now 
trying to grow like Winston— 
smiled grimly and said, “ Gentle- 
men, business before pleasure.” 

He was quoting an old phrase. 
not meaning that there is 
pleasure in revenge. e 

What he meant was that we 
have more serious plans afoot 
than indulgence in revengetulness 
—that we must work and work 
until we nave so armed our forces 
on sea and land and in the air 
that we can speed the day of vic- 
tory, and that, meantime. we must 
use our planes to guard our ship- 
ping, to wreak havoc on ammuni- 
tion dumps and invasion ports, 
and to help the Greeks and our 
own armies in Libya. 

Feelings of revenge. however 
sweet their indulgence may seem 
to some are mere waste of time 
and misuse of energy. 

Already. we have t warted 
Hitler's plans, Already he is talk- 
ing like a man on the defensive. 
Already. we have made neutrals 
realise that we are not the neaten 
nation we looked last summer 

Already we have so mastered 
the tide that seemed as if it would 
engulf us that President Roosevelt 
has boldly told the world: “I 
believe that the Axis is not going 
to win this war.” 


The President was actually 


speaking while London was on 
fire. His words reached us next 
morning as thousands of City 
workers were finding roundabout 
ways to offices that no longer 
existed, past buildings so danger- 
ous that they are being blown up 
by dynamite. 


Only now, perhaps, are we 
beginning to realise the all- 
importance of the fact that 


Roosevelt was 
White House. 

While Despair darkens Europe, 
while we have been betrayed on 
every hand, we have in Roosevelt 
the greatest friend this country 
ever posessed. His is the clear 
voice of Democracy. 

It rings with the faith that 
Lincoln had—that it is the 
ordinary little people of the world 
who matter in the end, and that 
Pomp and Might and Rank are 
really only trumpery things. 

He need not have spoken as 
frankly as he did. He might 
have temporised, used such words 
as “Too proud to fight,” the 
phrase with which another Demo- 
crat, a predécessor, evaded the 
issue until forced to act. 

Roosevelt did not talk like that. 

“No nation can appease the 
Nazis,” he said. “No man can 
tame a tiger into being a kitten 
by stroking it. A nation can have 
peace with the Nazis only at the 
price of total surrender.” 

There could be no “negotiated 
peace,” as some American ap- 
peasers argued, saying that the 
Axis was going to win, anyway. 
Another Armistice would lead to 
the most gigantic arms race and 
the most devastating trade war in 
history, with the Americas left to 
resist the Axis alone. 

“The proposed New Order,” said 
Roosevelt, “is an unholy alliance 
of power and pelf to dominate and 
enslave the human race.”

ANOTHER TYPICAL 
INSTANCE 


The case of Maurice Vent, a 
young A.R.P warden, is a typical 
instance. Perhaps unwisely, per- 
haps too optimistically, but by 
the will of the people, an under- 
ground space was being used as a 
shelter in East London. 

One night a powerful H.E. 
ploughed a crater in the earth at 
the side of the shelter, engulfing 


several people, hopelessly trap- 
ping others. 
Without waiting for orders, 


Maurice Vent flung himself down 
a narrow escape shaft, deter- 


mined to aid them. The rising 
dust choked and blinded him. 
Earth and concrete were still 


falling and he was in danger of 
being crushed. 

Maurice, and the two-foot 
square escape shaft, were the 
passport to life of 14 people. 
Tirelessly. dauntlessly, risking his 
own life, he pushed, bucked and 
shoved the people. one by one, to 
the wardens waiting above. 

You've read the reports for 
yourself, again and again: * More 
than 100 A.R.P men worked for

When his comrades made their 
raid and retired, Taraby lay in a 
hole in the sand, pretending to be 
dead. An Italian Libyan, think- 
ing to salvage the “dead” man’s 
rifle, strolled unsuspectingly 
towards the sand-hole when dusk 
came. Taraba worked swiftly 
and silently. His knife flashed 
and the Libyan fell dead. 

Another Italian Askari saw 
Taraby’s “corpse” in the sand. 
Again Taraby disposed of an 
enemy. To him the killing of an 
enemy soldier was no more ‘han 
the dispatch of a giant mamba 
snake in his homeland, which he 
does by cracking it, like a man 
cracking a whip, until its back is 
broken. 

When Taraby returned to his 
comrades at dawn, he demon- 
strated with grunting syllables 
and with a snap of the fingers for 
each dead enemy the number of 
Italian levies he had disposed of 
He was snapping his fingers for 
nearly a quarter of an hour 


The: Germans have a healthy 
respect for the Gold Coast 
soldiers. In the Great War a 


company of Gold Coast gunners 
lost in a surprise attack their 
precious 3.7 howitzer which they 
take to pieces and carry on their 
heads. Seizing their sharp axes, 
with which they hack a path 
through the jungle, they made a 
long and silent detour to the Ger- 
man camp, burst upon the Ger- 
mans unawares and killed most of 
them before bringing the howitzer 
back in triumph.

At Kumasi, headquarters of the 
Gold Coast Regiment, where hun- 
dreds of small huts house recruits 
to the Regiment, native scoutcratft 
is wedded to technical efficiency. 
The resulting excellence is such 
that it is well worth while sending 
Gold Coast soldiers on the long 
journey to Kenya or Egypt to 
fight the Italians. 

Officers seconded from British 
units to command Somali infan- 
trymen or camel corps men swear 
that there are no better fighters 
anywhere in the world. 

Their achievement in covering 
the safe evacuation of troops and 
stores trom Somaliland has yet to 
be written in detail. For seven 
days Somalis, sniping with rifles 
and hurling hand grenades trom 
behind rocks. faced odds begin- 
ning at three to one ana ending 
at ten to one outside Berbera 
These coal-black soldiers, in their 
leather sandals and khaki shorts 
and turbans. had waited tor years 
in the sweltering heat of the 
desert for a scrap like this 

There was no front line Enemy 


tanks rumbled through barren 
valleys against rifle fire. enemy 
shells crashed hapnazardly among 


the rocks, with the Somalis mak- 


ing skirmishes whenever they got 
a chance. 

The Somalis, bred in a hard, 
pitiless country where only the 
fittest survive, are athletes always 
in training. They do not smoke or 
drink, and their diet is simple. 

Somalis will bear the most 
severe wounds with composure. A 
Somali once crawled into Berbera 
Hospital with a bullet wound in 
his leg which had become 
gangrenous, and a spear wound 
right through his body, which had 
just missed the heart. He had 
crawled 80 miles to hospital in this 
condition, but gasped to the sur- 
geon, “Don’t worry about the 
bullet wound, please have a look 
at the spear wound; it hurts me 
when I laugh.” 

It is this spirit which makes the 
Somali, who thinks himself the 
aristocrat of natives, an enthu- 
siastic go-getter whether mounted 
on the famous camels or Bren- 
gun carriers of the Somaliland 
Camel Corps, or astride a pony. 

Thanks to the Somalis. the 
Southern Italian column rolling 
on Odweina was disorganised. 
Italian Blackshirts could not 
force the pace beyond the lagging 
infantry. A more prudent man 
than Mussolini might well have 
shrunk from the cost in lives of 
the Somaliland push.

They act also as 
transport drivers and garrison 
many lonely outposts, including 
Aden, Perim, in the Red Sea, and 
Singapore and other points in the 
Malay Peninsula. 


— PROUD 
Of Fighting Tradition | 


For 18 rupees (27 shillings) a 
month, the bearded, turbanned 
Sikh, who considers it sacrilege 
to cut his hair, will leave his vil- 
lage in the hills of the Punjab 
and serve loyally his King- 
Emperor in any part of the world. 
The true Sikhs, distinguished by 


the five k’s—kes (uncut hair), 
kaach (short drawers), khara 
(iron bangle), kripan (sword), 


khanga (comb)—are proud of the 
fighting tradition of their com- 
munity, which goes back for 
centuries. They are also proud ut 
the fact that even the British 
have never beaten them. 

The Sikhs are, perhaps, the 
finest Indian infantrymen, tall 
and burly, who obey implicitly 
their Sikh officers, naiks (cor- 
porals) and lance-naiks. In the 
Great War they operated on the 
flank of White troops in repelling 
the Turkish attack on the Suez 
Canal. Today, they are reckoned 
to be capable of acting alone and 
as independent Sikh units. 


They showed this at Sidi 
Barrani, when, with Garhwalis 
from the Himalayan foothills, 


Rajputs, Madrasis and Jats, they 
swept through the Italian camp 
of Nibeiwa, charging through a 
smoke screen and firing the 
enemy tanks while the Italian 
drivers were still trying to warm 
up the engines. 

They took some 2,000 prisoners, 
destroyed 30 to 40 tanks and 
captured 20 to 30 guns.

WO diaries started 
during the past week 
may one day throw a 
unique light on British 
war-time history. 

One is the personal diary 
kept by the Queen. The other 
is that of Princess Elizabeth. 

The Queen began to keep a diary 
when she was in her teens. 

She devotes from half an hour 
to the busi- 
ess of entering up the pages- 
usually just before going to bed, 

These entries are all neatiy 

written in ink. Sometimes a 

space is left so that an illustra- 


tion—-often a snapshot taken by 
herself or the King—can be 
pasted in. 

The Queen's diary is a small, 


thick, sensibly bound book in dark 
grey snéde 

When Princess Elizabeth, in 
1937, expressed a wish to follow her 
mother as a diarist, the King pre- 
sented her with one bound in blue, 
with widely spaced lines 

The Princess carries her diary 
with her. Sometimes 
he entries are made in pencil, 
sometimes in ink. 

She often illustrates the diary by 
pasting in little drawings and 
photographs taken by herself
